Water. 

Our Rubject is -wivtor, — clenrand cold 
at that! Not a very happy siibjocl 
during tho prevailing cold snap, tho 
reader inny possibly think. And yet 
it is one which demands tho oarnest 
thought of this community at tho pres- 
ent time. Under all circumstauccH 
and in all weather, water constitutes 
one of the primary necessities of our 

; 'nature. The traveller -ffho has crossed 
tho burning sands of the great desert 
understands this. The man who has 
been shipwrecked and tossed during 
long days and weary nights on 
tho bosom of Old Ocean will ap- 
prooiate this. Hunger was not the 
first and fiercest enemy with .which he 
had to grapple. It was thirst'that led 
the attack. It may well be affirmed 
that the necessity of water to the well- 
being of man can only be appreciated 
fully by those -who have cxporionced 
what it is to bo deprived of it. Iiidood 
this is a truism which has a wider ranpo 
than water. The importance of ^ood, 
wholesome water, whctherfor iiiternal 
or external ai)plicalion, whether fur 
personal or culinary uaes, is, perhaps, 
even less understood. I'eoplo got 
water in tho easiest and cheapest way, 
without caring very much whether itis 
hard or soft, pure or iinj)urc; and they 
gratify the demands of nature, trcjulv 
ling themselves but little as to the hy- 
gienics of the case. After all, how very 
few are earnest, intelligent worshi])- 
pers of Hygeia. But it is not our 
present object to write a treatise on 
water. A more practical subject de- 
mands attention, — that of the introduc- 

, tion into Victoria of an abundant sup- 
ply of good, wholesome water. There 
is not, we are aware, the attraction of 
novelty about the subject. It is one 
which has been more or less before 
this^community for a number of years— 
fully a decade, if we recollect rightly. 
The earlier history of this water ijucs- 
tion derived accumulative interest from 
a livaly dispute aliout tho projjriotarv 
of Spring llidgc, from which the pul)- 
lic at that period obtained thoir sujjply 
by means of water-carts. Next it was 
transferred to what is vnlgarly known 
as "Harris' Bottom," — a Hltliy pond 
which has for years su])pliod the table, 
tho kitchen antl the bath-rooni with an 
abominable lluid ycloj)ed water. Now 
tlie question has assumed larger and 
more respectable proportions and, it is 
hoped, a more practical and business- 
like aspect. The proposition which 
now demands public attention is that 
of obtaininL( an abundant sup])ly of 
wholesome water from one or more of 
the neighbouring lakes. Even this 
has, for a couple or three yeara, more or 
less occupied public attention; but now 
the matter liegins to wear a more busi- 
ness-like aspect, and jirnctical results 
look to be loss remote. It is nlroudy 
l;no-.vn that the LegiHlature instriictpd 
the (jovernment to em])lo3' the recess 
in obtaining such full and reliable 
data as would justify the House in 
dealing with tho matter. There is 
reason to believe that the rc^port of the 
Engineer who has been employed for 
that ])ur])oso will prove satisfa<'i()ry in 
more ways thanoiie. It will, perhaps, 
be remembered that, when the ques- 
tion was before tho Legislature, last 
Kossioii, tho cost of tho work was esti- 
mated at .■^150, ()()(). It will at least lio 
gratifying to know tliat tho Engineer's 
estimato falls It trilh' uinh.'r unu hun- 
dred thousand, and that this estimate 
includes the distiibution of water 
throughout the city It is proper to 
ex])lain, liowovor, that it is not now 
pr()]H>sed ti) seek asu])ply direct from 
Elk Lakt.'i but from iJea\er Lake, es- 
t;il)lishiiig artiticial cniinoction between 
these two lakes, thus giving the city 
the benefit of the waters of both. 
Beaver Lake is distant only some five 
miles from tlu^ city; and this new 
feature just luenliuiiod will in a great 
measur(; acc(juut fur tho dilVe'ronco in 
tho o'stinuited cost last year and this. 
It is also gratifying to know that the 
water thus obtainable will not only In 
abundant in quantity, but soft lu 
([uality. Dili's llic ])iil)lic mind ado- 
([Uat.C'ly grasji the iinportaiicg of SOFT 
Water ? This (|u;ihty has iii'iro to do 
with lnniiaii wilihcin.; than iimsl 
persons imagine. It is an encouraging 
circumstance to tiud that there are two 
parties ntainling ready to undertake 
the work (if HLipplyiiig Victoria witii 
wholes(nnn water, — the City Corjjora- 
tion, anil ii [irivalo comjiany which is 
Beekiiig for iiicoijuiratinn. It may 
in some respects be an advantage to 
have a show of competition, as it were 
brought to bear. At anyrato, it is 
gratifying to know that tho enterprise 
and tiio capital essential to such an 
undertaking will not be wanting. It 
will thus l)f seen that the question of a 
.water Biipply is prnsi'ntod to tlio public in 
amuchiuuro favorahio asiicct, than it h;ci 
ever worn bofoi'c, and that it -woiilil imt 
Room unrcasoiialilii tiiexptu't that in twflvo 
niontli.s from now pure and whole ioiac 
wat(H- will lu! placoil within tho easy roach 
of all. It has been atatod that two parties, 
tho City Corporation and a private coin 
pany, are about to compete for the work 
of introdncin;,' a water Kiipply. It is not 
the olijoi^tdf tlio pri'Si'iit article to ilisciiss 
tho respoetivo merit.sof tlio.-,(> two <'onipeti- 
tors, or to enter upon an examination of 
tho arguments which mii^ht bo advanced 
in support of cither. That part of tho 
sulijoct must ho roinittod to a future arti- 
cle, should occasion to disousB it arise.
